Not inconsistent with this view of 
Mignon’s character was a somewhat 
amusing incident which occurred inTomp- 
kinsville. One of the hymns father used 
frequently to sing was,-— 

‘ 'Come let us anew 
Our journey pursue, 

Roll round with the year, 

And never stand still till the Master appear. 

I suppose the dear child wondered much 
what it could mean, and, being too con¬ 
scientious to omit any known duty, 'm. 
soon as the signification seemed to be 
found she proceeded to act thereon. Ac¬ 
cordingly, one Sunday morning when the 
family were early at church and the 
minister late, she rose from her seat and 
began to step about and to jump softly. 
Of course mother, greatly surprised at what 
was so contrary to Mignon’s usual decor¬ 
um in the house of God, immediately re¬ 
quired her to be quiet on her seat, where¬ 
at the child hid her face in her lap and 
sobbed for a long time. When they went 
home she said : 

“Mamma, it was wicked to sit still.” 

“Why, darling, how could you get such 
an idea?’ 

“It says, ‘Never stand still till the 
Master appear’—isn’t the master the 
minister ?’ 

I wonder if many a child is not rebuk¬ 
ed, often harshly, for trying to do its 
duty. 

Mignon wanted her own way like other 
children, but her way was so often to 
help some one else that it seemed a pity 
to deny her. From her first day at school 
in Rocky Bend Mary McDeed became 
her care. Not slow to perceive that her 
own life was happier than that of her lit¬ 
tle neighbor, to whom smiles and loving 
words and gifts from admiring friends 
were seldom given, she undertook to 
supply the deficiency. Until that time 
she had shared her divisible treasures 
equally with Tommy ; now she used all 
her rhetoric to persuade him to be con¬ 
tent with one third, and when unsuccess¬ 
ful frequently went without her own por¬ 
tion in order that Mary might have a 
part.

Her doll’s wardrobe was divided 
equally with her indigent friend, and 
her own would have been bad she had 
tlie power to to ^Lispose of it. Almost,, 
every day she mourned that Mary nad 
no pretty dresses, and once was inconsol¬ 
able because I would not make her one 
like her own, when she knew I could 
have done so, there being enough left of 
an old dress of mine that I had cut over 
for her. I was unwilling that the little 
Irish girl should wear any garment like 
our Mignon’s. Of course every one will 
understand the reason, and only the most 
unworldly minds will think it was because 
she was a bad child. If she was I never 
discovered it. She was a timid little thing 
who for a long time hardly dared to speak 
above a whisper in our house, and we 
pitied her that she had no such free and 
careless mirth as our dai'ling had. Her 
sister older who had more confidence, 
never came except on errands. If I had 
made that dress two little hearts would 
have been supremely happy, but how 
could I 1 Who would have done it ? 

Mignon’s sympathies were awakened 
by the fact brought out on the day of our 
arrival, that Mrs. Beach had no little 
girls. Why she was not equally sorry 
for Mrs. Summerland, Mrs. Browning 
and Mrs. Raplee was not clear, unless it 
wis because they each had some one to 
love them, while poor Mrs. Beach seem¬ 
ed to have no one.

This kind lady welcomed her 
warmly, but failed in all efforts to engage 
her attention, Mignon’s eyes being fixed 
on her doll and on Mrs. Beach, who sat 
glum and silent, sewing vigorously.

until I, thinking my young limbs could 
easier make the journey across the street 
than hers, fell into the habit of going 
every alternate day to perform this pleas¬ 
ant task for her, and was always liberal¬ 
ly rewarded for my pains with flowers to 
bring borne. In imitation thereof Mign¬ 
on took it upon herself to keep one upon 
Mrs McDeed’s shelf, furnishing the vase 
as well as the blossoms. This was very 
amusing to Mrs. McDeed who ,regarded 
it as an absurd fancy of a child, but I 
cannot doubt that our dai'ling’s flowers 
proved missionaries of cleanliness and 
[ beauty in that humble home. 

In the evening after Alick had gone, 
mother went to church and I remained 
with Tommy and Mignon. Both went 
to bed early, the latter leaving his door 
open in order to see the light from my 
room, because he was afraid to go to bed 
alone in the dark. His breathing had 
for some time shown that he was sleep¬ 
ing and little sister had lain quiet even 
longer, when she called me. 

“Put your head on the pillow, Chatty, 
and see the lamp. Is there anybody in 
it ?’ 

“What do you mean ?’ 

“In-tlie blaze—is God there ?’ 

“Yes, just as he is everywhere.” 

“But something points in such long 
bright lines every way—I didn’t know 
but they might be God’s fingers and mean 
something. Most shut your eyes and see 
if you can see them. Can you ?’ 

“Yes, plainly enough, but that is only 
the light.” 

“What is light ? isn’t it God shining?’ 

“I cannot tell.”

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We have received a neat little pam¬ 
phlet of four pages from W. J. Palmer, 
Esq, Principal of the Ontario Institution 
for the Deaf and Dumb, Belleville, Can¬ 
ada. It contains extracts from two of 
the leading local newspapers, telling how 
the pupils spent the Christmas holidays. 
They had a pantomimic entertainment, 
acting a play, called the “Four Lovers”, 
and a presentation of a flag to the fire¬ 
men of the Institution. “The banner 
was a Union Jack of real bunting.” 
Three Christmas trees were laden down 
with choice collections from Santa Claus’ 
box of good things; Chinese lanterns 
illuminated the halls, and every body 
was merry and every lone heart made 
glad4 The pamphlet is very interesting, 
and to the parents and friends of pupils 
of the Institution particularly so. We 
wish we had room to publish it entire. 

We have received the report of the 
Columbia Institution for the Deaf and 
Dumb, Washington, D. C., for 1872, be¬ 
ing its fifteenth Annual. We are happy 
to note that the affairs of the Institution 
are in a prosperous and happy condition. 
Of the students and pupils, three are in 
the Senior Class of the Collegiate Depart¬ 
ment, three in the Junior, six in the 
Sophomore, six in the Freshman, four in 
the Selected Course, fourteen in the 
Advanced Preparatory Class, ten in the 
Lower Preparatory, and fourteen females 
and thirty-one males in the Primary 
Department. President Gallaudet is at 
present absent in Europe, and the duties 
of his position have devolved upon 
Prof. Edward A. Fay. • 

The Tenth Biennial report of the Mich¬ 
igan Institution comes to us indirectly.

Death of Robert See and Singular P'r.- 
tality of the SSco Family. 

Robert Kee, a mute, died in Argyllj 
N. Y., oil the 12th of January 31 year.-;. 
He, another victim of that scourge < 
our climate, phthisis pulmonalis, w; 
buried Tuesday, the 14th. 

A singular fatality lias followed tin. ' 
family. Out of thirteen children only 
four are left; of the dead, one \v 
drowned when about one and half yea 
old, six hoys and two girls, after grow in 
up to maturity and following occup; - 
tions of industry and usefulness a .lev- 
short years, were stricken down win 
that fell disease, consumption, and afi . 
lingering a few month shave been follower, 
one after another, to their last resting- 
place, by their sorrowing friends. 

A year has not elapsed since his 
brother David gave up teaching, an oi - 
cupation in which he had been. pecu 
liarly successful, to go home to die. He 
was the youngest of the family, had 
worked hard to get an education, and a 
few months before his death there seem¬ 
ed every prospect of a long life of useful¬ 
ness before him. 

Robert and the only son left, had th - 
misfortune of having the sense of heal ¬ 
ing destroyed in infancy from tho effects 
of scarlet fever. They were educated ; 
the the Institution for the Deaf and 
Dumb, N. Y., and learned trades, which 
they have since followed as a means pf 
livelihood. It is remarkable that the 
power of hearing returned to Robert 
about four weeks before bis death, so that 
he was able, to some extent, to conveayo . 
with friends. It seems more strange tl^at 
they should all die of consumption while 
their parents have been remarkably 
healthy, and death from this cause never 
known in any branch of the family before.

A circular referring to the “Church 
Mission to Deaf-Mutes,” a society re¬ 
cently incorporated, has been handed us. 
From this we learn that the power is 
vested in a Board of twenty-five Trustees, 
eighteen of whom are lieai’ing and speak¬ 
ing gentlemen, and seven are deaf mute 
gentlemen.

Specially, however, it is bending its 
energies to the establishment of a Home 
for the Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mutes. A 
home that shall be home to the aged, sick 
and needy deaf and dumb, when time and 
disease have rendered them unfit to labor 
for their own support. A commencement 
has been made, and at present a few are 
provided for in (rented rooms; but as 
soon as the necessary funds are donated 
a building will either be purchased or 
erected. The benefits of this Home are 
not to be made local; they are designed 
to be national. It is the intention of 
the good men who have the work in hand 
to rear a structure, and establish 
an institution, all the benefits 
and privileges of which shall be open to 
[ all. The sick and infirm deaf mutes of 
all parts of the country will be admitted 
alike, and alike will all partake of its 
blessings. But to bring about such a 
happy state of things money must be had, 
aye,money evennow is earnestly solicited. 
To keep alive that which has already 
been bora, a couple of hundred dollars is 
just now imperative. Will not some 
kind friends, the opulent among the mutes 
or their kindred open their luarcs and 
purses and contribute something, be it 
i ever so small, to lighten the present

Oiwege County—Its Topography, Pro¬ 
ductions, See. 

“Go round about her; tell the towers thereof. 
Mark her bulwarks, consider her palaces. 

The surface of Oswego county is gen¬ 
erally level, yet not handsomely ridged, 
the ridges running in a northwest and 
southwest direction. The soil covering 
the rocky foundation varies in depth 
from a few feet to a hundred or more, 
and is mostly loam with some clay and 
muck, and an occasional gravel and sand 
ridge. Field stone is found in great 
abundance in some districts and i idges, 
while in others it is inconveniently scarce. 
The species of rock presented are various, 
and in some places they seem to have 
been recently broken up, having sharp 
comers; in others they are worn and 
oval in shape. Lime is found in limited 
quantities in the south-western part of 
the county. The upper stratum of rock 
along the shore of Lake Ontario is a 
valuable gray sand, suitable for building, 
flagging, «fcc. 

The principal forest growth is hemlock, 
maple, pine, beech, elm, black ash, cedar, 
<kc. All kinds of fruit that are grown in 
our climate succeed well here. The 
principal crops are corn, oats, wheat, po¬ 
tatoes and grass. Dairying is earned on 
quite extensively, some ten cheese facto¬ 
ries running during the summer, b lour¬ 
ing mills located in Oswego, Fulton and 
Phoenix are doing an immense amount 
of business. There are also a number of 
furnaces and machine shops, an extensive 
starch factory, glass factories, barrel fac¬ 
tories, besides ship and boat yards. 

Hydraulic privileges are excellent. 
Creeks of sufficient capacity and fall are 
distributed through all parts of the 
county. Salmon river is capable of mov¬ 
ing a large amount of machinery ; but 
we will now leave the ordinary streams 
and introduce you to the Oswego river, 
which, for water power, has not its 
equal. By a glance at the map it will 
be seen that it is formed by the union of 
the Seneca and Oneida rivers, both of 
which drain level portions of the State, 
and have numerous small lakes, which 
serve to equalize the waters, so that when 
other rivers flood their banks, carrying 
off fences, bridges, lumber, mills, darns, 
<fcc\, the Oswego always keeps quiet. On 
the other hand, when other streams are 
made lank and lean by drouth, the Os¬ 
wego river is plump and fair. It takes 
its waters from thirteen counties, and yet 
tho greatest rise ever known at Fulton, 
where the river has but an average 
width, is but three feet from extreme 
low-water mark, and the greatest rise in 
twenty-four hours four inches. Consider¬ 
able of the water is used at Oswego, yet 
probably not five per cent, of the water 
is used that might be profitably em¬ 
ployed. 

For commercial facilities Oswego 
county is well accommodated. A large 
amount of the shipping of Lake Ontario 
hails at Oswego. The Oswego canal is 
not only doing the local or home busi¬ 
ness, but also a large amount of business 
from the West and Canada to the sea¬ 
board. The Oneida lake and river, which 
form part of the southern boundary of 
the county, have, for tho last twenty- 
three seasons, been navigated by steam¬ 
boats used for towing canal boats, as by 
this route boats can save in each passing 
one day’s time and a small amount of 
toll. 

There are six important railroads 
partly located within the county : the 
Oswego <k Syracuse, Rome, Watertown 
tk Ogdensburg, Oswego & Romo, New 
York & Oswego Midland, Syracuse 
Northern, and Lake Ontario Shore, all 
of which are doing a good business. 

The principal places are Oswego city, 
the villages of Fulton, Pulaski, Cleve¬ 
land, Central Square, Mexico, Phcenix, 
Constantia, Hannibal, Colosse, Parish, 
New Haven, Sandy Creek and Williams- 
town, to which might be added some 
dozen more of considerable business. 

The county is blessed with three or 
four Agricultural and one or two Horti¬ 
cultural Societies. There are eleven 
Weekly papers, two of which issue dailies. 
For schools, the main dependence is on 
the District school, yet we have the 
Normal School at Oswego ; Falley Semi¬ 
nary, Fulton; Mexico Academy, Mexico; 
and the Pulaski Academy, Pulaski; all of 
which are in a very prosperous condi¬ 
tion. 

The principal religious societies are 
Methodist, Presbyterian, Congregational, 
Baptist, Episcopalian, Catholic and Uni- 
versalist. To make up the society the 
world has been taxed. While nearly all 
parts of Europe have here their sons and 
daughters, there are some from Asia. 
Canada is well represented, but from 
Vermont, Massachusetts, Connecticut 
and Rhode Island we have a sufficient 
ratio to keep up New England manners 
and customs. 

This county, I think, never furnished 
pandidates for either of the first offices of 
the State or United States. 

Meteorologically, there is something 
of a contrast between the section border¬ 
ing on Lake Ontario and the southern 
part of the county. The spring opens 
some two weeks later near the lake than 
in the southern part, autumn frosts hold 
off from two to three weeks later, and 
there is usually much more snow in the 
southern portion than near the lake.

Meteorology. 

Again has dawned another year, 

With changes not a few. 

Desolation is now everywhere visible 
around us. The naked boughs are bend¬ 
ing ’neath their icy coverings, a snowy 
carpet conceals tlie bosom of the earth. 

The amount of snow that fell in Jan- 
uary, 1873, was 22i inches. Greatest 
amount that fell in January during the 
past 12 years was in 1867—47 inches. 

The warmest day of the month was 
that of the 16th—44.6°. Coldest day, 
29th—6.6° below zero. 

The “ J anuary thaw” has made several 
feeble attempts, lasting a few days only, 
to lessen the snow banks, and all are 
looking for signs of the “dissolving 
views” to remove the white mantle cov¬ 
ering the whole earth in this vicinity. 

The average temperature at 7 a. m. 
was 15.3°, at 2 p. m., 21.3°, and at 9 p. 
m., 18.5°. Mean for the month, 18.3°. 
Coldest January during the past 20 years 
was in 1867—14.5°. Warmest in 1863 
29.3°. Greatest variation during that 
time was 14.8°. 

Mercury fell below zero on the 11th, 
29th and 30th; lowest, 11° below zero. 
Lowest mercury has attained in January 
during the past 20 years was in 1857— 
30° below zero. 

I cannot help repeating what is often 
heard, that this is too cold a country to 
live in. Still, it may be that some of the 
grumblers, unless they mend their ways, 
will at some future day complain of the 
hot weather in as boisterous a manner aB 
they now do of the cold.

1782 a Convention was called for the 
purpose of revising the Articles of Con¬ 
federation. Mr. Hamilton was a dele¬ 
gate from New York, which he made his 
permanent abode. Ho was sent to the 
Assembly in 1785, and to him is due 
the honor of settling tho controversy 
betwoen New York and Vermont in re¬ 
gard to the boundary line, which was 
agitated for many years before he made 
the settlement. Hamilton was a dele¬ 
gate to the Convention which met in 
Philadelphia in 1786 for the purpose of 
framing a Constitution for the United 
States. Here lie made a great sjxjech, 
expressing his views as to the form of 
government they should adopt j his views 
were taken up and discussed at large, and 
finally adopted. Fearing that his own- 
State would not ratify the Constitution, 
he addressed the people through the col¬ 
umns of a paper called the New York I 
Gazette, in which he pointed out the 
danger that would occur if the Constitu¬ 
tion was not adopted in that State; and 
through his energetic appeals the Con¬ 
stitution was adopted in 1788. Wash¬ 
ington in the fore part of his adminis¬ 
tration, appointed Hamilton as Secretary 
of Treasury. He held tliis office for 
nearly five years. He served in a time 
of need, and was the right man in the 
right place. 

The depressed condition of the coun¬ 
try showed a need of some great effort to 
keep it from ruin. But he restored the 
confidence of the people in the govern¬ 
ment and established credit abroad; he 
encouraged commerce and home indus¬ 
try, and seemed to build up the country 
and make it prosperous. After resigning 
his position as Secretary of the Treasury 
he resumed the practice of law, and was 
considered one of the ablest of the New 
York bar. Troubles having broken out 
with France, the United States prepared 
for war. Washington was called to take 
command of the army, and to Hamilton 
was given the arduous task of organizing 
an army. But peace was made and the 
forces were disbanded. He took an ac¬ 
tive part in the politics of the country, 
and was one of the leaders of the Federal 
party. His principal opponent was 
Aaron Burr, a man of ability, but as un¬ 
scrupulous as talented. Hamilton was 
mortally wounded by Burr in a duel 
which occurred in July, 1804. Thus per¬ 
ished one of the most brilliant of Ameri¬ 
can statesmen. An able lawyer, an elo¬ 
quent orator, and a far-seeing financier, 
he can be justly spoken of as one of our 
country’s greatest men.

A 
Court lady of that date wore a low dress 
with a low stomacher, an immense niff 
around her neck, a small hat, crinoline, 
a large fan of ostrich feathers with a mir¬ 
ror attached, highly scented gloves, find 
frequently a velvet mask. Her feet were 
shod with pumps of scented Spanish 
leather, hor hair was dyed red in imita¬ 
tion of the royal locks, and her face was 
painted and rouged. To supply the great 
demand for wigs women were Bent round 
the country to buy up country girls’ 
tresses, and female thieves in London 
robbed children of their hair or sailed 
the death 

Of all curiosities in costume the riff is 
the most eccentric. These monstrosities 
were frequently made a quarter of a yard 
deep, so that the wearer was obliged to 
eat with a spocm a couple of feet long. 
When these riffs first came into fashion 
the Dutch merchants only sold the lawn 
and cambric by ells, yards, half ells and 
half yards, for there was not so much 
lawn cambric to be had in all London as 
can now be had in one shop. Also as 
yet umbrellas were not, and when a 
shower did come down Ladies suffered 
terribly; while yet another difficulty 
was that no laundress could he found 
who was able to starch and stiffen cam¬ 
bric till Elizabeth sent over to Holland 
for starchers. Mistress Dingen Plasse 
was the first teacher of st arching, and 
taught the Court beauties for a fee of 
four or five pounds, with an extra 
charge of twenty shillings for initiation 
into the mysteries of seething the com¬ 
pound .—Loniluii Society.
